“Tt makes little difference as to the effect upon our people whether the 
corporation itself is directly interested in the production of coal in compe- 
tition with other purchasers of coal or whether officers and directors or con- 
trolling stockholders are so interested. The result is the same.’’ 

No. It might make no difference as to the result. But it would make a 
difference as to the policy of the railroads. If the directors or controlling 
stockholders or operating officers of the railroad were personally interested 
in the coal oil business, that would explain why they ran the road—not to devel- 
op all the resources of the State, but to “kill off’ little shippers and pro- 
tect “large shippers.’ 

If the railroad men happened to be partners of the “large shippers,’ we 
know they would willingly see the railroad make less money if they could 
make more. How do we know that? By the evidence of the life insurance 
investigations of New York. 

The directors of those companies are the same sort of men that run our 
some of them are the very same men that run our railroads.

Well, 
we all can guess why—legislatures rarely represent the common interests of 
their States. But why doesn’t the Governor appeal to his people? ;

States and in many cities of the United States. And it’s false. “Our people” 
are not helpless. In West Virginia they are corrupt. Oh, not all of them— 
no, God forbid. But an effective minority sell their votes for cash at the 
polls in West Virginia, and that’s why Goy. Dawson of West Virginia sfis 
down on his humiliation and, to the humiliatfon of his people, writes his plea 
for help to—a United States Senator. 

PASSES BY HIS OWN SENATORS. 

And what Senator? Not to one of his own. West Virginia has two rep- 
resentatives in the United States Senate—Elkins and Seott—but Mr, Dawson 
can’t expect help from thegp> He writes to the Senator from Seuth Caro- 
lina—Hon. Benjamin R. Tillman. He hardly knows him. “I do not know that 
you remember me,” he says. “I met you at a dinner given by Senator 
Scott two years ago.” So he knews Scott well; and he knows Wilkins, too. : 
They are the State leaders of his party, yet he writes to a Democrat from 

South ‘Carolina. Why?

ELKINS HOLDS THE STAKE HAND. 
Well, the rate bill was referred in the Senate to the Interstate Commerte 
Committee, and now it appears that the chairman of that committee is none 
other than the Hon. Stephen B. Elkins, the boss or political agent of the Hog 


Combine whom our fellow citizens in West Virginia send here to Washington to 


represent all of us in the United States Senate. Is it any wonder that he fixed 
bill? 
West Virginia is in dire trouble, but we owe her no sympathy. She gave

(New York World.) 
PARIS, Feb. 24.—In holding the first 


Council of Ministers President Fallieres 
carried his wonted demorcratic sim- 
plicity even further than his predeces- 
Sor, President Loubet, ever dared or 
cared to do. All of the ministers ar- 
rived at the counci] chamber in evening 
or ceremonial costume for the first offi- 
cial presentation. 

President Fallieres reeived them in a 
rakish tight black suit and wore his fa- 
mous’ butterfly necktie to add to the 
general color effect. 

This distinct refiance of the conven- 
tions shocked the ministers. Since 
Rouvier has been Premier, he has had | 
a certain stiff correctness of attire which | 
he invariably observes. 

There was another susprise in store 
for the ministers in the speech the Pres- 
ident made. With' an air of quiet as-) 
sumption he said to his ministers: “You | 
will find in me a sincere counselor and | 
sure friend.”’ 

here was a paternal, rather conde- 
scending note in his words, strangely at 
variance with the entirely constitutional! ! 
acquiescence of his predecessor. 

Ex-President Loubet has settled quiet-: 
ly in the Latin Quarter. He has sold his} 
fine phaeton and horses and says that 
stabling in Paris is entirely too expen- 
sive a luxury for ‘‘a simple bourgeois” 
such as he is. He has told his friends: 
that the top of an omnibus is quite good 
enough for him now that he is no longer 


President. However, he will not adopt 
this simple mode of travel umtil he feels: 
himself free from the excessive public 
bservation which at present makes his 
ppearance in the streets too much of 
iS triumphal procession. 








Loubet’s enemies—and there are nota 
few of them-—appear relentiess. They 
are making all kinds of fun of him for 
accepting a sinecure on the consulting 
board o the State railread, which of 
course, gives him the unlimited right to 
the free use of all the lines in France. 

He declares that he has only one re- 
gret, and that is the loss of his old seat 
in the Senate. He probably could get 
the next vacant seat, but he says he 
will refuse to accept it after having oc- 
cupied the highest political place in the 
republic. ; 

Loubet is besieged daily by newspaper 
representatives who are seeking to get 
him to make sensational revelations of 
the inner working of things in the Gov- 
ernment during his seven years incum- 
bency of the highest office. He has in- 
dulged in many generalities in this di- 
rection, but steadfastly refuses fo, go 
any further. He works off this joke on 
one of the correspondents: ‘‘Now that | 
have come to the left bank of the river 
I make it a rule not to let left bank 
know what the right did.’’

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souri at Columbia, now known as the 
Quadrangle Club, was written for the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch by Mr. E. B. 
Miller, one of the nine students of 
that university who recently visited 
St. Louis as guests of the Post- 
Dispatch to make a study of practical 
newspaper work as a phase of the 
university course in journalism, 


Interest in dramatic art first appeared 
at the University of Missouri in 1870, 
when Eugene Field, who was very 
much interested in both literary and 
dramatic work, and George S. Barr, 
later a professional actor, started what 
they were pleased to call a Shakspear- 
ean contest. These contests developed 
into annual events and became the fea- 
ture of cach commencement week. Pub- 
lic-spirited citizens offered incentives in 
the form of various prizes. 

By 1876 the faculty of the university 
had become interested in the movement 
and the contests came under the super- 
vision of Prof. Root, brother of Elihu 
Root of New York, who was at the 
time at the head of the English and 
elocution departments of the university. 
The contest of this year proved of 
special interest, owing to the fact that 
Col. Switzler, Missouri's historian, and 
James S. Rollins, the ‘father of the 
university,’’ each had a son in the com- 
petition. The prize on this occasion 
was a beautiful edition of Shakspeare’s 
works, offered by Eugene Field. Col- 
Switzler and Mr. Rollins became per- 
sonally interested in the work and the 
contest developed into a lively one. 
Col. Switzler offered his son an extend- 
ed trip through the East and a gold 
watch snould he win the coveted prize. 
Young Switzler did win, and upon his 
return from the East, Col. Switzler, to 


quote his own words, ‘‘spanked him and 


set him down across the river at 


Omaha.”’ 

This and subsequent contests in which 
each participant presented, with an as- 
sisting cast, some scene from Shaks- 
peare, created great interest throughout 
the community. In 1875 a Shakspearean 
club had been formed which lasted un- 
til 1878. This club studied Shakspeare 
and interpreted his plays by acting 
them. 

For several years the contests were 
discontinued, but in 1886 they were re- 
vived and ran each year as Shakspeare- 
an contests until 1890, when more mod- 
ern plays were presented. These later 
contests became bones of contention 
aniong the fraternities. 

About 1899 Robert T. Haines, a mem- 
ber of the Phi Delta Theta fraternity, 
became the local dramatic star. Haines 
was tremendously popular, never failing 
to meet the highest expectations of his 
friends. Upon leaving school he _ be- 
came an actor. For a time he played 
with James O'Neal in ‘‘Monte Cristo,’’ 
then appeared in support of Fred Ward 
and Robert Downing, and later took the 
dead in “The Cherry Pickers.” In re- 
cent years Mr. Haines has been leading 


man with Viola Allen and Mrs. Fiske, 
and two years ago created the part of 
Kara with Miss Blanch Bates as Yosan 
in David Belasco’s “‘The Darling of the 
Gods.’’ He is still appearing in this 
part. After having been on the stage 
for a few years Haines married Miss 
Draville, an actress who has recently 
written several admirable plays. 

Shortly after Haines left school he 
returned to Columbia with James 
O’Neal in ‘‘Monte Cristo.” The night of 
the performance Miss Josephine Foy, a 
charming student at the ‘varsity and a 
daughter of the Christian minister of 
Columbia, occupied a box in the the- 
ater. Miss Foy was so impressed with 
the production that she left school im- 
mediately and joined the company. She 
later married Mr. Thompson, a member 
of the ‘‘Monte Cristo’’ company. Miss 
Foy’s father is today prominently con- 
nected with the St. Louis public schools. 
She remained on the stage but a few 
years. 

Nathaniel -Hall -Todd- attended the 
university about the same time Haines 
Was a student. He, too, was very pop- 
ular as an amateur actor and vocalist. 
After graduation he went to New York, 
where, after a few years of study, he 
joined the Grau Opera Company, in 
which he sang good parts for five years. 
He then resigned to accept a position 
with the First National Bank of 
cago. 
in addition, sings in the choir of one of 
7 most fashionable churches in that 
city. 

Among the most distinguished univer- 
Sity co-eds was Miss Minnie Russell, 
daughter of. I’. A. Russell, a St. Louis 
lawyer. After completing the university 
course, Miss Russell went to Brook- 
lyn, where she studied in a dramatic 
school for four years. Upon her re- 
turn to St. Louis she became identified 
with amateur theatricals. 

J. Ed Crumbaugh was a lover of 
black-face minstrelsy, and upon grad- 
uation he organized a minstrel company 
which toured for several years under 
the name of Crumbaugh’'s Minstrels. 
Mr. Crumbaugh has in later years been 
prominently connected with exposition 
work, and is now announced as a candi- 
date for State Senator. He was super- 
intendent of installation in the Agricul- 
tural Building of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. 

In 1892 Maxwell Blake, a Kansas City 
boy, left the university and joined Rich- 
ard Mansfield’s company, where he 
played an important supporting role for 
two years. Whithim the past year Mr. 
Blake has accepted a consular position 
and given up the stage. 

Out of the old annual contests grew 
the University Dramatic Club, which 
lasted Only during the year of 1900-1901. 
This club had as its purpose the study 
of dramatic art. In 1901 the club reor- 
ganized as the Quadrangle Club. This 
club is in exiStence today, and is one 
of the most popular organizations in 
Columbia. The annual contests have been 
abolished, but year after year the Quad 
Club presents four or five plays which 
are distinct society events. Among oth- 
er plays presented by the club during 
its existence are the following: ‘Na- 
than Hale,” “Why Smith Left Home,” 
“The Rivals,’”’ ‘‘ESmeralda,”’ *“‘The Hen- 
rietta,’’ "A Bachelor's Romance,”’ 
“Starbucks,’’ “‘The Man From Mexico,”’ 
“What Happened to Jones,’’ ‘‘My Friend 
From India’ and “The Private Secre- 
tary.’’ 

The most recent dramatic ‘‘stunt” at 
the university is the Senior Play, wnt-

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Henry Pearce, of Bristol, Who Succeeded Jem Belcher in Cham- 
pionship, Was the Very Soul of Sportsmanship, Gratitude and 


Generosity as Well as 


CHAPTER IX. 
Menry Pearce, the Game 
1803-1805, 
aS a meteuor, 
Chicken, shot across the pu- 
gilistic horizon as quickly to fall ex- 
iinguished. One of the handsomest and 
gentie men that ever graced the ring, 
With a heart as brave as that of a lion 
and as gentle as a woman's, the face of 
an ange! and the physique of an Apollo, 
fienry Pearce was calculated to win 
the friendship of man and the love of 
woman. Under these circumStances it 
jis a strange fact thar a faithless wife 
drove the gallant Game Chicken to dis- 
traction and dissipation, and that -he 
died friendless and alone in the very 
flower of his young and unconquered 
manhood. We shall not dilate here upon 
the personal graces of Pearce. It is 
with his fistic capability we have to do, 
Henry Pearce was born in Bristol in 
777. He early evinced great skili as a 
boxer. So in 1808, when Jem Belcher had 
his eye knocked out playing racquets, Ne 
sent for his friend and fellow townsman 
lo come London and assume _ the 
honors which he (Belcher) felt obliged 
to resign. Pearce was five years older 
than Belcher, but unlike the incompara- 
ble Jem, his constitution had not been 
ruined by dissipation. 


The Bold Mr. Berkes Again. 

When Pearce arrived at Beicher’s in 
l.ondon it happened that the first man 
he ran afoul of was the warring Mr. 
Berks, who had given Belcher’ three 
hard fights. One day Berks, drunk, was 
at a picnic and met Pearce and Belch- 
er. He began to abuse the Chicken as 
he had Belcher, but Henry avoided an 
argument. That evening Berks met 
Belcher at the Fives Court in St. Mary- 
in’s Lane and resumed his tirade against 
Pearce. 

Belcher, not as patient a man as 
Pearce, became enraged at Berks’ at- 
tacks on his friend, went to that man’s 
lodgings, routed him out of bed and 
brought him down to his rooms to meet 
Berks. A crowd: of sportsmen assem- 
bled at midnight and the battle begun. 
Pearce gave the gluttinous fellow an 
awful hiding in 20 minutes and 
rounds. He wound up with two tremen- 
dous blows, one on the body and one on 
the jaw, Which put Mr. Berks away. Old 
Joe, when he recovered, said to Belcher: 
“This lad is a much better man than 
ever thou. wast,-Jem. I never met such 
a hitter.’’ 


The Chicken Beats Elias Spray. 
however, Was eager 
to match Berks against Pearce in 
a régular ring fight. Joe was nothing 
if not willing. So, on Jan, 23, 1804, they 
met on Wimbledon Common for $250 
aside. Berks was much the taller and 
heavier ' man. The Chicken, though 
beautifully formed, did not measure 
over 5 feet 9 inches, and his weight was 
170 pounds. His chest was the hand- 
somest ever seen in the ring. and the 
phrase, ‘‘a chest like the Chicken’'s,”’ 
soon became descriptive of extreme 
beauty of torse. 

Berks was no more a match for 
Pearce than he had been for Belcher. 
In One hour and seventeen minutes the

The fight took 
place at Shopperton Common, Surrey, 
on April 27, 1805. 

Pearce had now disposed of all the 
formidable men in the ring.. His friend 
Belcher was delighted with his proiege. 

Pearce’s Fight With Gully. 

Now comes an illustration 
(hicken’s greatness of heart and 
did sportmanship. Hearins tiliat 
Gully, a young Bristolian of tome 
letic repute, was imprisoned in’ the 
King’s Kench Jail for debt, Pearce went 
to look him up and offer him suceor. 
Finding out that Gully was a good man 
Witn the gloves, he proposed to him 
that they fight for the chaimpionship. 

“But,” said Gully, ‘I am in Jail. How 
am I to get out?’ 

“V'll back myself against vou for $5300," 
said the generous Chicken, “‘and I will 
get my backer, Mr. Fletcher Reid, tv 
bacn you for $250 and pay your debt as 
well. This will get you out of Jail and 
aftord the fancy a chance to see me in 
a good fight, for which they are longing. 
You are the best man I[ have’ ever 
sparred with. While I think I will win, 
vou have a chance. Anyhow. you will 
be a free man and have an opportunity 
to get along in the world.”’ 

True to his word the Chicken persuad- 
ed Mr. Reid, a good sportsman, to secure 
Gully’s liberation and to back: him for a 
ngnt and take caré of him during his 
training. Gully was a much bigger man 
than the Chicken. He stood 6 feet in 
height, weighed around 200 pounds, and 
was very muscular. He was also a verv 
courageous man, of fine personal char- 
acter and sound, common sense. 

Gully made a fine impression in train- 
‘ing. He sparred with Belcher and oth- 
ers and they agreed that he was a very 
govd man. Many sportsmen who had 
ja’ ways backed the Chicken turned 
around an@ bet on Guliyv at long odds. 
Owing to the conditions under which 
the match was made many persons 
thyught it. was a “‘put=up job.” 

The Surrey magistrates stopped the 
proposed fight at Cobham on July 2, 
i8v6, for which the battle was first set. 
After inany disappointments they final- 
ly met at Huilisham, a small village in 
Sussex, between Brighton and Lewes. 
An immense concourse gathered to see 
the battle. The Duke of Clarence, aft- 
erwards King William IV of England, 
witnessed this fight. 

Gully Made Fine Showing. 

Pearce was the most skillful of the 
men, but Gully was in splendid condi- 
tion, @Bame as could be, a giutton for 
i punishment and possessed a_ deal of 
Skili. In short, after 64 rouids of ter- 
‘Yrifie fighting, during which the tide of 
battle ebbed and surged from one side 
to the other, Pearce put Gully out with 
a right-hand smash on the throat. Gul- 
ly put up a grand fight. Several times 
he knocked Pearce down. Pearce, how- 
ever. was the cleverer miller and had 
the best of the last 20 rounds.

Thorough- 
breds are used ovel small fences and in 
a safe, fast-going country, but will not 
do over rough country, big fences” or 
heavy weights. They are too head- 
Strong, jump blindly and cannot carry 
great weight. The trained Irish hunter 
jumps with great judgment and sense, 
doing no more than he has to and ao- 
ing it like a practiced mechanic. 

Delight in Beautifal Scenery. 

Apart from the glorious sport of fast 
riding and great fencing, one of the 
most delightful things about fox-hunt- 
ing in ireland is the never-ending views 
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In England it is hard to find 
scenery which does not make the coun- 
try unridable. In Ireland, however, 
riding country and beautiful scenery lie 
Side by side. 

I can never forget one day in October 
that. 1 saw the Meath slip away after 
a fox from Baltrasna, near Oldcastle, 
across a table land which covered Tu- 
beritdh, and ran to a great hill known 
45 Mullaghemean, on the northern 
edge of the county. We rode in a mist 
most of the dav. though I knew every 
field into which we leaped. The line was 
ideal, grass ficlds with small stone 
fences between. on the hogbock which 
connects the great hilis of Loughcrew 
and Mullaghmean. <A charming hunt- 
ing country. The parti-colored patch of 
hounds ran before us ike the proverbial 
tatchwork guilt. The hounds raced and 
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the horses pnulled and the fences were 
just right and the going sound. 

could see little of the Irish mist. 

tall trees of Bobsgrove showed 
their tops -under us-on-the left and the 
grasslands of Westmeath were on. the 
right. In coyerts on the side of the 
great hill the hounds checked and the 
field pulled up. 

As if the vast machinery 
worked for its edification, 
breeze swept the mist aside. 
an involuntary Oh, how beautiful!’ 
burst from the breathless and eager 
riders. We were looking upon the val- 
ley of Lake Sheelan and the river Inny. 
Bobsgrove, with its magnificent timbers, 
lay at our feet, the mighty orags of 
Crosragh beyond. Between lay the 
beautiful bright green of Tonagh and 
the .magnificent ruin .of Ross Castle, 
the stronghold of the O’Reillys; straight 
in front was the silver sheen of the 
beautiful lake. Beyond were the woods 
of Grover. and the far hills of Cavan. 
Through the valley on the left ran the 
shining riband of river. Thirty gleam- 
ing Jlakes- from the great seven-mile 
sheet of Sheelan to the pond-like pro- 
portions of the Lake of Finea could be 
seen from Mullagh’s tall top. We-had 
had a rare gallop of five miles with all 
the delights of the. chase, but [ shall 
never . forget that involuntary “Oh” 
whith greeted the uplift of the curtain 
which revealed this glorious scene. 
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Enjoyment of the Landscape. 

You might think that a beautiful land- 
scape is thrown away upon the fox- 
hunter, who is supposed to dislike the 
sight of anything in the shape of a hill 
that rises higher than his knee, and 
whose ideal country is one that a horse 
can easily gallop across. As a matter 
of fact, however, the majority of fox- 
hunfers have, I found, the keenest ap- 
preciation of the beauties of nature In 
all her varying moods, and rejoice in 
them exceedingly. 

Hiow delightful we found the run along 
brook-intersected vales, up steep hills, 
through woodlands, parks, and villages, 
showing you in by-ways little Celtic 
churches, ivy covered cottages, and 
nooks of bheaaity vou never dreamed of, 
alive with startled cattle and hilarious 
rustics, 

Naturally. in 


Ireland as in ‘Fingland, 
the most romantic scenery is to be 
found in countries that are unrideable; 
and though Kerry Beagles had a fame 
of their own, there are no foxhounds to 
be found in that loviiest of Irish coun- 
ties, where mountain, lake, bog and for- 
est prevail, forbidding. the use of the 
steed. In the neighboring county of 
Cork, however, foxhunting prevalis in 
the midet of scenery wild and very beau- 
tiful in the west. where,at times. hounds 
pursue their quarry over a country 
which looks only accessible to a goat, 
though horses vet manage to follow nev- 
ertheleas. To the east of the same coun- 
ty. by the banks of the Irish Rhine, 
the C. C. H. have many a gallop along 
the lovely Blackwater Valley. Further 
up the same river those who have seen 
a run along its banks from Modeligo for 
the first time will afterwards have near- 
ly as much to tell of the views they 
have seen as of the hunt Itself, and fol- 
lowing up the stream Into Duhallow ter- 
ritory we come upon charming river 
scenery in the neighborhaad of Stallow. 
Nor is the -valley.of the Suir, to the 
northward of those towering Knockmalil 
Downs, much less beautiful, and 
there are times when its beauties burst 
upon one out hunting in the most unex- 
pected manner. 

It must be understood that the coun- 
tries mentioned are chiefly under pas- 
ture, and commend themselves from a 
rider's point of view. 

Glortesn of Munater Hunta. 


The Mount Lainster Range, and the 
more distant Wicklow Mountains, 
which are fever’ let, to matter In whet 
part of the district you are hunting; and

Lord 
Fitzwilliam’s large territory presents a 
combination almost unequaled of moor 
and. mountain, woodland and pastoral 
plain. Kildare, with its stout foxes run- 
ning up into the sweet Wicklow Moun- 
tains; Wexford, with the southern 
slopes of the Mount Leinster Range, 
rising high above the sporting low-l 
lands; Louth, with exquisite views of 
the Mourne Mountains—all might be 
cescanted upon at length, which mignt 
prove wearisome. Galway, the home of 
R. D. Walsh’and Charles O'Mally and 





its. famous Blazers, with all its wild 
wealth of grass, may, perhaps, be the 
exception; and the sadness which the 
gray walls seem to lend to the land- 
scrre gives a sterile effect to much of 
a country which I have seldom visited.

In order to offer adequate competition 
to the British and Continental athietic 
teams that will journey to . Athens, 
Greece, to compete in the Olymple 
champicnships, American track and 
field performers will soon be called up- 
on to bestir themselves. The m 
of the Olympic events has already been 
se1.t out. The list includes some fea- 
tures which should prove easy conqueat« 
for the United States competitors and 
some that will call out all the prowess 





possessed by the Americans, in order to 
win place or point fer his team. The 
German and French athletes will . be 
represented in force at Athens, and it is 
said that those experts of the Continent 
have developed materially since the last 
Olympic games and will furnish strong- 
er and larger teams than ever before. 
The English authorities admit that the 
team from which they have the most te 
fear is that to be sent from America. 
While they do not concede any one of 


sprints and the middle distance races 
are apt to be warmly contested by the 
Yankee runners.

come stronger, and what is more, I 
have more confidence in its realization. 
If I were asked for advice by an ardent

NAPLES, Feb, 24.—The State Attor- 
ney of Vicenga has entered an action 
in connection withsthe clandestine sale 
of the celebrated picture by Giorgione, 
representing Christ bearing the Cross.

There is nothing in the 
Prime Minister’s life to indicate that 
he will not stick to his guns, and the 
inference, therefore, is reasonable that 
Ireland will get Home Rule in the near 
future. 
Suspicion and Distrust. 


Notwithstanding all this there are 
hundreds of Irishmen on both sides of 
the Atlantic who seem to belleve that 
in the matter of Home Rule Ireland 


will be deceived and disappointed, as 
she has often been before. Home Rule 
such as John Redmond desired may 
not be granted, but Ireland, at all 
events, will be allowed to manage her 
own fiscal affairs and expend her own 
money in her own way. This will be a 
vast improvement on present conditions 
and will eventually pave the Way to @ 
broader measure of autonomy, by which 
the resources of Ireland can be fully 
developed, and become a foundation 
laid for a prosperous and free nation. 

One Irish editor has gone so far as 
to say that if the Liberal Government 
refuse Home Rule to Ireland it will be 
John Redmond’'s fault, and that the 
leader of the Irish Party “has sold 
out.”’ This is the same old spirit of 
distrust and disunion that has proved 
so disastrcus in Irish affairs. Redmond 
and his party have the support and con- 
fidence of a large majority of the Irish 
race at home and abroad, and even if 
they do not succeed in accomplishing 
the object for which they are strug- 
gling, they are still entitled to the re- 
spectable consideration and sympathy 
of their countrymen everywhere.

The Governor told a Post-Dispatch re-

Lawyers Still Fight. 


Although their strenuous effarts to 
save Hoch from the gallows were futile 
yesterday, the attorneys declare today 
that the case will be appealed to the 
Supreme Court, even though the man 
for whom they employed every legal 
device at their command is dead. 

They declare that if the Supreme 
Court of the United States finds that 
Hoch at the time of his execution still 
possessed the right of appeal, proceed- 
ings of a criminal nature, the lawyers 
declare, will be instituted against all 
the pabiie Officials who had anything 
to do with the execution, it being their 
opeinion that Hoch was murdered. 

Judge K. M. Landis has begun an in- 
quiry into the legality of the appeal 
he pern 1itted in the case of Hoch short- 
ly after the hanging. 

Good legal authorities hold that there 
is no right of appeal in habeas corpus 
proceedings, and the Federal District 
Judge began examining authorities to 
determine this point.

Those Not Absolutely Needed | 


on Present Details Will Be 
Sent on Beats. 


A shake-up among the “special assign- 
ment’’ men in the various police districts 
is believed to be impending as a result 
of a conference which Acting Chief of 
Police Gillaspy had yesterday behind 
Closed doors with the eaptains com- 
ing the twelve districts of the city. 
Each of the captains was told that a 
list of the specia] assignments in his 
ees must be submitted to headquar- 
ers 

Purse snatchers have recently been 
more that usually active. Numerous 
petty burglaries and robberies in the 
residence districts have annoyed cliti- 
zens and have given the police much 
trouble. It is desired that the beats be 
shortened if possible and more officers 
ee to protect citizens and proper- 


y 

The Central District, presided over by 
Capt. Peter Reynolds. has the largest 
number of patrolmen gpecially assigned, 
and it was this district that first felt 
the ax. 

Already three officers who had berths 
that were cOnsidered desirable have 
been relieved from the special duty. 
These are Patrolmen Sullivan, Hannegan 
and Taylor, who ever since the election 
last spring have been guarding the bal- 
lot boxes in the Election Commissioner's 
office. The boxes are in vaults, but the 
Republican candidates who instituted 
contest proceedings placed watchers 
over the boxes, and the present incum- 
bents desired to have police take a part 
in the watch. 


Men on Easy Details. 


When the police guard was removed 
Comptroller Player, Treasurer Francis- 
cus and AsseSsor O’Brien wrote a joint 
letter to Secretary Ward of the Police 
Board, requesting that the police 
guard be renewed. This communi- 
cation was submitted to the Police 
to write the Election Board to inquire 
if that commission considered it abso- 
lutely essential to have the guard re- 
newed. No reply has yet been received 
to that letter. 

No district in the city has the num- 
ber of special assignments that the Cen- 
tral has. After the three were removed 
there .are still 21 patrolmen especially 
assigned, and Capt. Reynolds Says that 
he does not see how any of these may 
be done away with. 

W. A. Murphy is detailed to watch 
the St. Louis Transfer Co. at Broad- 
way and Spruce. His duty requires 
him to look after the police work of 
the entire block. Patrolman - Mike 
<ellcher is detailed at the City Dis- 
pensary, Patrolman Frank Pearson is 
detailed to guard the interests of the 
wholesale houses in the vicinity of 
Twelfth street and Washington ave- 
nue. He is practically a patrolman, 
says Capt. Reynolds, for he covers the 
territory from Ninth street to Twelfth 
street, and from Washington avenue 
to St. Charles. 

Patrolmen Pixon and Delaney walk 
no beats, but are held at headquar- 
ters for emergency’ work and “(for 
making investigations. Robert E.: Lee 
is detailed to the corridor of the City 
Hall. and is said to bea veritable city 
directory, and hence is indispensable. 


Three Humane Officers. 


Patrolmen Dougherty, Nugent and 
Yinnell are assigned to the three hu- 
mane societies, and act in conjunction 
with those bodies. atrolIman D. W. 
McDonald is assigned to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Building, and one 
policeman has covered this territory 
ever since the establishment of the 
Exchange years age. 

Patrolman Patrick White looks after 
police duty in the vicinity of the Cupples 
Station. Sergt. James Healey and Pa- 
trolman Dan P. Malane are detailed to 
the office of Excise Commissioner Mul- 
vihill and occupy all their time aiding

Chief Defendants Are Big

OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 244.—Named as de- 
fendants in the suit which was filed in 
United States Court to compel the re- 
moval of fences are the Nebraska Land 
& Feeding Co., Willtam G. Comstock, 
Bartlett Richards, Earl Comstock, 
Charles C. Jameson, Charles H. Tully, 
Christopher Moster, W. A. Margrave, 
James Ostrander, David P. Gorley, John 
T. Burton,-Dan Hill, Jud N. Morley and 
E. C. Harris, 

The suit was filed by Special Prosecu- 
tor Rush, acting upon instructions from 
Attorney-General Moody. 

The territory s&id to be inclosed by 
the Richards and Comstock fences em- 
braces about 400.000 acres and extends 
north and south from the Burlington 
road almost to the Northwestern, a dis- - 
tance of about 75 miles. East and west 
the inclosure ig about 36 miles wide at 
its widest point. 

Included in this vast acreage is the 
old Spade ranch, the Overton, C-Cross, 
U-Bar* and the Hewitt and Morey 
ranches. 

Richards and Comstock either own or 
control this entire country. The other 
men named are the nominal holders of 
much of the property. Earl Comstock 
is one of the officers of the Nebraska 
Land and Feeding Co., of which Bartlett 
Richards is the president, Will G. Com. 
stock, vice-president and general man- 
ager, and Charles C, Jameson, secretary 
and treasurer as well as the actual man- 
ager. 

Jameson has been arrested upon a 
charge of securing Ulegal filings for 
Richards and Comstock and is held 
to the Federal grand jury. A grand 
jury investigation vf alleged iilegal fil- 
ings will be made at the coming torm in 


May. 

Barrett Richards and Will G. Com- 
stock in Federal Court Nov. 13 pleaded 
guilty to maintaining an unlawful en- 
closure embracing 200, acres. 

Since then, according to the secret 
service department, which secured the 
material — for use In the pres- 
ent suit, they have almost doubled 
their holdings. 

At the time their plea of guilty was 
entered they promised to remove their 
fences and udge Baxter, then district 
attorney, stated that he believed they 
were acting in good faith. That they 
nave not done so is charged in this 
suit, 

Richards and Comstock weré sen- 
tenced to six hours in the custody of 
the United States Marshal after their 
plea of ‘wor f. 

For failure: to keep the cattle barons 
in his custody during that perlod of 
time United tates Marshal Mathews 
was removed from office by the Presi- 
dent and District Attorney xter was 
later removed from office after his re- 
fusal to resign, for perfunctory prose- 
cution of the case.

PARIS, Feb. 24.—The famous cathe- 
dral of Notre Dame was the center of 
much excitement today which later 
took ‘the form of a disorderly mani- 
festation against former President 
Loubet. 

Crowds assembled in the Place Notre 
Dame, in front of the cathedral, ex- 
pecting the authorities to come and take 
an inventory of the chapter house, and 
a force of 150 policemen patrolled the 
surrounding streets expecting trouble 
within the edifice, but as the authori- 
ties did not attempt an inventory this 
did not take place. 

Insulted Loubet. 

The crowds outside gradually in- 
creased in numbers, however, and final- 
ly several hundred persons marched to 
the Rue Dante, where M. Loubet has 
taken up his residence. The marchers 
passed before the house of the former 
President, uttering insulting cries 
against him. 

The police drove off the crowd which, 
however, reassembled and _ returned, 
only to be dispersed again. 

A slight affray took place between the 
police and the people as the latter 
sought to return once more, and a 
dozen arrests were made. 

The explanation of the movement 
against M. Loubet is that the bill for 
the separation of the church and state 
became a law during his administration. 

Inventomies were made at several 
Paris churches today.

Yet tHe land is no whit the worse for 
these follies, and the inhabitants are 
much the happler. 

It would be difficult to point to any 
part of all England's wide dominions 
where her rule has proved more bene- 
ficial, and one is at a loss whether tv 
admire or to smile at the initiative dex- 
terity of Roman missionaries on the 
Southwest Coast, who still permit their 
converts to observe with all strictness 
the prejudices of their caste! For the 
ethnologist and the student of human 
nature alike there is no deld like that 
of the tribes of Southern India, and it 
side by side with the prosperity and 
is the last and best testimony to Eng- 
lish wisdom that they may be observed 
content which are too often regarded as 
achievable only at the cost of a partial 
Europeanization.

The Jine of march will be decid- 
ed on and the selection of the remainder 
of the Grand Marshal’s aides and of 
parish marshals will be made. and an- 
nounced. 

The officers of the Parade Union will 
continue to meet twice a week until all 
the parishes of the city are thoroughly 
organized end drilled, but it is felt that 
the hardest and most important part of 
the work incident to the parade has 


been done.. The meetings will take place 
each Wednesday evéning at Hotel Jef- 
fersen and every Sunday between this 
and St. Patrick’s Day. at Hibernian 
Hall. 

More than usual! efforts have been ad- 
dressed to drilling the organizations 
which are to form parts of the proces- 
sion. The result, it is believed, will be 
a more perfectly drilled and uniformed 
body than has marched the streets in 
honor of St. Patrick in a long time. 

Members of the Uniform rank of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians have been 
drilling twice a week in St. Patrick's 
Hall, Sixth and O'Fallon streets, and 
the organization in East St. Louis has 
been devoting time and effort to the 
same end. 

Parochial omganizations, such as s0- 
dalities, cadets and musical corps, have 
also been put through training in prepa- 
ration for the parade. 


Many Will Be Mounted. 


Mounted paraders will be more num- 
erous than ever before. Father Aylward, 
grand marshal, has personally solicited 
the loan of more than 100 horses for the 
men of his parish, and has prompted 
other pastors to take like action. St. 
Patricks parish will send nearly 150 
horsemen into the line. 

The composition of the procession that 
will traverse the streets of the city 
will be eighteen parishes, with a total of 
18,00 persons from St. Louis; two par- 
ishes, represented by 2000 men, from 
East St. Louis: the uniform rank of 
the Knights of Father Mathew and of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians; Irish 
Nationalists, Knights of Columbus, 
Daughters of Erin, 20 brass bands and 
drum corps and mounted police. 

There ill be no floats this year, and 
tallyhos, trucks, painted horses, dogs, 
extravagant regalia and boisterous con- 
duct will be tabooed. Three carriages 
will be allotted to each parish for old 
men who are unable to walk in the line, 
but officers of the union itself and of 
parishes will be mounted. The only 
women in the procession will be mem- 
bers of the Daughters of Erin, for whom 
three carriages will be provided. 

Policemen along the line of march 
will promptly remove from the proces- 
sion any person, vehicle, banner or dec- 
oration whose presence violates the rule 
adopted by the Parade Union. 


Will Be Over in Hour. 


The parade will begin moving at 3:30 
p. m., sharp, according to present plans, 
and will pass through only the princi- 
pal streets downtown. The time con- 
sumed from start to finish will not ex- 
ceed an hour, which will make it the 
shortest in many years in time.

Financiers Paid City Treasurer 
“Compensation” for Use 
of Funds. 





WAS REGULAR CUSTOM. 





One Official Raised Salary of 
Clerk Out of His Own 
Pocket.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 24.—County Treas- 
urer Rudolph K. Hynicka, one of Boss 
George B. Cox's lieutenants, was re- 
called to the stand today by the com- 
mittee of the Ohio Senate which is in- 
vestigating the alleged corruption in 
Cincinnati and Hamilton County. 
Treasurer Hynicka looked haggard and 
worn today, but was self-possessed and 
alert. 

Yesterday he promised to produce his 
private bank books to show how much 
“gratuity”? for allowing the banks the 
use of county funds without interest 
he had received. He had testified that 
it was. about $20,000 a year. 

Hynicka had changed his mind over 
night and declined to produce the books 
under advice of his attorneys. He was 
threatened with punishment for con- 
tempt by the chief counsel of the in- 
quisitors, but was excused for the time 
being from the witness stand. 

Raised Salary From Own Funds. 

George Schott, Hynicka’s cashier in 
the Treasurer’s office, testified that he 
had served in the same capacity for 


Treasurers Tilden French and J. H. 
Gibson, and that they also received a 
recompense for depositing the county 
funds in the banks. The compensa- 
tion, or ‘‘gratuity,’’ was given by the 
banks, deperided somewhat, Schott said, 
on how hard-up the Boss was.”’ 
Boss,’ he explained, he 
Asked if he himself 
of these “gratuities,” 
Schott said that Treasurer French had 
his salary out of his own 
pocket, however the committee might 
interpret that action. 

Boss Cox’s bank's connection with 
County Treasurer Hynicka’s profits in 
taxes was taken up by the committee 
next. N. 8S. Keith, secretary of the 
Cincinnati Trust Co., Cox’s bank, fol- 
lowed Schott. He said checks had been 
collected for the county amounting to 
from $50,000 to $150,000, whuch were sent 
down twice a year. This county mon- 
ey would remain from two weeks to 
three months, he said. The money 
was entered “collection account, R.. K. 
Hynxnicka, County Treasurer.’’ No bad 
checks had ever been received, he said. 


Sent a Fair “Gratuity.” 


“Did the trust company ever 
Hynicka money as a gratuity?’ 
“We sent to President Davis of the 


Second National Bank an amount we 
thought fair for the use of checks. The 
money was charged to general expense.” 

“Why did you send that money to Mr. 
Davis?’’ 

“T don’t know.” 

The money was put in an envelope and 
sent to Davis, he said. Keith insisted 
that he never had any understanding 
with Davis, but that he simply sent him 
the envelope for the treasurer.

Emma is 
now in the county insane asylum. Suit 
is brought for her by John Randall, 
guardian. In the complaint it is alleged 
that. the annual income of the Lonstorf 
family is $1,000,000, chiefly from Northern 
Michigan and Minnesota iron vre prop- 
erties. ’ 

Some weeks ago Mrs. Margaret Lon- 
storf and her daughters were questioned 
in preparation for the trial of the suit 
now on. The Lonstorfs deny that they 
forced Otto to abandon his wife by 
withholding funds after his marriage. 
They admitted having no particular af- 
fection for Mrs. Lonstorf. Miss Camille 
Lonstorf said she had never met Mrs. 
Emma Lonstorf before her marriage to 
Otto, and, not having associated with 
her then, did not find it necessary to 
her happiness to call upon her sisSter- 
in-law after the wedding, and never yet 
has seen the complainant. 

The plaintiff originally sued for $250,- 
000, but after declaration was made that 
the income of the defendant family was 
$1,000.000 a year, the demand was in- 
creased to $750,000. The story of the 
wanderings and tribulations 
is told in the complaint, which is un- 
usual in many ways, and which ends 
with the securing of a divorce by Otto, 
leaving his wife helpless and poor. 

$1,500,000 For One Mine.

During the first years of 
their married life Otto and wife lived 
happily, and for about two years re- 
sided with and were partially supported 
by Mrs. Lonstorf’s parents. But the 
dreams of the young couple that Mrs. 
Margaret Loustorf would forgive thelr 
runuway marriage and take the son and 
daughter-in-law to heart—and purse— 
failed of realization. Otto was depend- 
ent upon his mother, and save for an 
occasional period of industry he had 
never seriously tried to earn a living. 

The complaint sets forth that the de- 
fendant, Margaret Lonstorf, and her 
children caused and procured the dis- 
charge of Otto Lonstorf from various 

laces in which he was employed dur- 
ng the time he lived with his wife, tor 
the express purpose of preventing, him 
from supporting said Emma Lonstorf 
and to keep her, as aforesaid, in pover- 
ty and destitution.” 

The complainant. avers that Mrs. Mar- 
garet Lonstorf and her children repeat- 
edly urged Otto to leave his wife and to 
go beyond the State of Wisconsin, and 
that at last Otto yielded to the impor- 
tunities of his relatives and vent to 
Alaska.

“Ask any men here if he has sent his 
son or if he intends to send his son to 
Washington University and he will tell 
you, ‘No,’ and the past actions of the 
Alumni proves the answer to be true,” 
he declared. “If the condition that con- 
fronts us is a question of men or build- 
ings, give us men.”’ 

Mr. Johnson mentioned Prof. H.: 8. 
Pritchett of Washington as a valuable, 
man lost to Washington University. Mr. 
Johnson was applauded, especially by 
the older men present. 

Hardly had Mr. Johnson sat down 
when Robert 8. Brookings, president. of | 
the Board of Trustees, was on his feet. 
He said tMat he did not object to criti- 
cism, that it was always appreciated, 
especially when it was the kind calcu- 
lated to build up instead of destroy. 
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Brookings Asks Suggestions, 


He passed a eulogy on Prof. Pritchett, 
but declared that he did not believe the 
teaching staff had lost anything when 
he went away. He referred to the en- 
gineering department as being partic- 
ularly sirong and in conclusion called 
on the alumni to follow up the criticism 
and to make suggestions that would be 
of value. He said his only purpose was 
further the best interests of the insti- 
tution. 

During the banquet old college songs 
were sung and new college yells were 
shouted. Many of the older members 
had never heard the yells during their 
college days, but they heard them last 
night so often that they will not forget 
the sound soon. 


After an inviting menu Toastmaster 
Grant Beebe of the class of ‘88 began 
the series of toasts that lasted until 
midnight. 


Humorous Talk on Curves. 


Prof. Francis E. Nipher, for many 
years a moving spirit in the affairs of 
the noted St. Louis institution of learn- 
ing, followed with a toast on ‘‘Curves,”’ 
portraying, in an amusing and interest- 
ing talk the life of a Washington Uni- 
versity student. A. P. Greensfelder, ‘01, 
spoke on the subject of ‘‘Alma Mater’ 
and the interest of a graduate of Wash- 
ington University in the .after-welfare 
of the institution. 

President Robert §S. Brookings deliv- 
ered an address on ‘“‘The Future,’’ and 
was.followed by E. G. Curtis, '03, whose 
toast was on ‘“‘Relaxation.”’ 

Rhodes E. Cave, 99,-handled well the 
subject of his toast, “The University 
and the Community.” Willlam G. Dros- 
ten, ‘05, spoke on “‘aBbies.’’ bringine out 
the necessity of early training and a 
firm foundation for the battles of life, 
gained by a coursé in such an institu- 
tion as his alma mater. 

David R. Francis, graduate of Wash- 
ington University in the class of 1870, 
was present and, when. called upon for 
a toast, responded ’mid a salvo of ap- 
plause. 


What the Future Holds.- 


Robert 8. Bookings said: 
“In responding to your toast, ‘The Fu- 
ture,’ I must incidentally touch, in a 


general way, upon university work in 
the West and Southwest, as our future} 
is closely connected with that section of 
the country. 

“Asiae trom my official, and your 
family, connection, our interests, as citi- 
zens of St. Louis, are primarily cen- 
tered in Washington University. We 
are next, as citizens of Missouri, proud 
of the success of our State University, 
and, finally, we 
made by higher education generally 
throughout the West and South. This 
development nas taken the form of 
State universities, located as a rule in 
some small central town, and of private 
endewments, iike the Northwestern and 
Chicago Universities of Chicago, and 
Washington University of St. Louis. 

“While the city and Btate universities 
necessarily compete to some i extent 
their natural trend will, I believe, lead 
into distinct flelds of usefulness. As- 
suming that both will offer liberal 
courses in the arts and those subjects 
forming a basis for what is commonly 
called a Nberal education, the strong- 
est trend of State work would seem 
to be in the direction of agriculture, 
forestry and their kindred branches 
while that of the city university will 
naturally be along the lines which will 
utilize the city’s educational facilities, 
that is, engineering, architecture, art, 
medicine and law.

Marcum, returned indictments against 
former County Judge James Hargis, 
former Sheriff Ed Callahan, the once 
noted feud leader; Fuls Franch, John 
Abner and John Smith,.charging them 
with being accessory to the murder of. 
Marcum. 

Circuit Judge Riddle immediately or- 


| dered bench warrants issued for the ar- 


rest of thé. accused men. Marcum was 
shot May 4, 1903, as a result of the Cock- 
rill-Hargis feud. He waa standing in’ 
the front door of the Courthouse talk- 
ing. to Deputy. Sheriff B, J. Eming, 
when Curtis Jett and Tom White crept 
upon him and shot him through the 
back.

“The great potential strength of the

The city 
university confers its greatest boon 
upon the largest number at the least 
expense. It is safe to say that many 
of the students of Washington Uni- 
versity would never have enjoyed the 
benefits of higher education had they 
been compelled to leave the city. The 
ability to live at home, at little or no 
cost, with the city opportunities for 
self financial help during the years 
of study, coupled with the prepara- 
tory advantage of the best system of 
public schools, make it impossible to 
conceive of any large city without its 
university. 

‘Many of the richest in mental en- 
dowment are poorest in pocket, and 
it would be a distinct loss to the 
State were they deprived of the op- 
portunity to develop.

The passing of the Fair Grounds and, 
the racetrack that was its most profit- 
able feature in recent years is directly 
traceable to the operation of the law 
which repealed the Breeders' bill and 
ended racing in Missouri. Deprived of the 
immense revenue a by charges of 
$100 a day for each bookmaker, and by 
various “privileges’’ which throngs of 
racegoers made valuable to their own- 
ers, the track could no longer be made 
« profitable. 

The Fair Grounds lies between Natural 
Bridge road on the south and Kossuth 
avenue on the north, and extends haif 
4 mile westward from Grand avenue. 
The district of which it is the center 

been improving for several years. 
Owners of property in that section of 
-the city have been endeavoring for some 
time to have streets condemned through 
the property, and they will be the bene- 
. ficiaries by its sale and subdivision.

Spur to Ballooning. 

Two factors have given a spur to 
ballooning in New York—the adaptation 
of common illuminating gas to the cause 
and the fact that the wind as a rule 
blows inland. 

“The cost of hydrogen gas,’’ said Dr. 
Thomas, “has been a serious obstacle 


in the past. Experiments have been 
made with coal gas and it is found to 
answer the purpose when modified 
slightly from the form in which it is 
supplied for illuminating. With the gas 
formerly used it would cost about $400 
to fill a bag of the size I am to have. 
With coal gas it can be done for about 
$60. The next ascension with which the 
Aero Club will be identified is to be 
made within three or four weeks in Mr. 
Levee’s balloon. It will be taken to 
East One Hundred and Twenty-eighth 
street, where there {s a gashouse, and 
there inflated. 

“The gashouse is near the river. If 
the wind blows from the usual direction 
it will take the balloon across Manhaf- 
tan Island, over the Hudson and New 
Jersey. It is this freedom from danger 
of being blown to sea that has given 
a great impetus to ballooning here. The 
interest is exceedingly keen; as much 
so as it is in France &ABnd London. I 
speak, of course, about those associated 
with me in the Aero Club.”’

THREW STONES AT 
SUPPOSED GHOST 


Shooting Followed and Later 
Young Man Was Haled 
Into Law Court. 


They were on thelr way home from 
Paderborn, Ill., where they had spent 
the evening.

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CONFERENCE ON 
LABOR. TROUBLE 





Contractors Will Try to End 


Walkout of the Brick- 
layers. 


A three-cornered conference is to 
be held Monday and Tuesday to try 
to settle the existing dissension be- 
tween the brick -masons and Interna- 
tional Union and the St. Louis Building 
Trades Council as the result of which 
more than 7000 union men have been idle 
for the past 10 days and local construc- 
tion work seriously handicapped. The 
contractors will be the inird interest 


present and it is believed will effect a 
settiement. 

It is estimated that the walkout has 
cost the men invo:.ved $300,000 in wages 
to date. The points in question~ are 
purely internal, all the workmen in- 
volved being union men. There has 
been no question of hours or wages. 

On one side of the controversy 
Stands the bricklayers. They have de- 
elined to accept material carried to 
them by hodcarriers connected with the 
St. Louis Building Trades Council. Con- 
tractois who could get hodcarriers in 
the International, or independent union, 
have done so with the result that in 
Such cases the ‘Trades Council have 
ealled from the buildings all the stone- 
masons, plasterers, carpenters, iron- 
workers and affiliated trades on a 
“Sympathetic’’ walkout. 

The bricklayers are not affliated with 
the Trades Council. They withdrew 
from that organization three years ago, 
following the move with the statement 
that they did not approve of sympa- 
thetic strikes. During the World's 
Fair year and last year they claim not 
to have delayed a building five minutes. 

Both sides issued statements yester- 
their positions, The 
bricklayers’ union, Joseph L. Kolley, 
president, stated that they had objected 
to the Building Trades’ Council attempt- 
ing to force them into the council by 
dictating what union of hodcarriers they 
should work with. They also voiced their 
objections to the manner in which the 
Trades Council approached the contrac- 
tors in attempting to secure the employ- 
ment of Trades Council hodcarriers. 

The Building Trades’ Council’s state- 
ment, issued by Secretary James E. 
Spangler, contradicted the bricklayers on 
the question of forcing that union into 
the council. and demanded that the 


bricklayers remain neutral in the fight.

WORKERS NOW DEAD 


Rigger Was First Victim and 





All Others Have Fol- | 
lowed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

CHANUTE, Kan., Feb. %4.—The oil 
well on the Burghardt lease, four and | 
one-half miles south and east of Cha- 
nute, has a tragic record. Every work- 
er in the oil field shuns it and the com- 
pany has a hard time getting anybody 
to run the pumps or to clean the tanks. 
When the rig was building to drill the 
well a little more than a year ago, Da- 
vis, one of the rig builders, fell and 
broke his leg. He came near dying. 
Then when the well was shot ‘‘Jimmie”’ 
O'Hare, the shooter, came near meeting 
his death. Just a few weeks ago this 
same “Jimmie’’ was blown into more 
than a thousand pieces by nitro-glycerin | 
at Chelsea, I. T. 

Then there was Dudley Chambers, | 
field manager of the company. The’ 
well had been idle and Chambers went . 
to clean the tank. That evening Cham- | 
bers’ body was found in the tank. He 
had been overcome by the gas the oil 
generated. 

About a month ago two field men, 
Johnson and Hendricks, went out to 
pump the well. They had barely start- 
ed when there was a terrific explosion 
and all of their bodies have never been 
found. 

The well has been a freak fro the 
start. There is not another flowing well 
close around and yet this well flowed for 
more than three months and then 
stopped suddenly. After a week’s rest 
it started flowing again and flowed for 
three months more. Nobody knows how 
to account for it. It is in a region of 
the best behaved: wells in the Kansas 
field. 

All accidents around Chanute during 
the last few years which resulted fa- 
tally, have had to do with this par- 
ticular well. Drillers and tool dressers 
and lease men regard it with an uncan- 
ny feeling. Some of the field men from 
the other leasés will drive miles out of 
their way to avoid it. They, with the 
common superstition of an oll field, re- 
gard it as a thing bewitched. 

The company has been figuring on 
other wells on the same lease and has 
been having trouble getting drillers who 
would take the contract. Perhaps the 
contractors are willing, but the employes 
balk. 

It’s like the Jennings tanks at Cleve- 
land, where lightning struck three times 
in one place in two months, and like the 
Guffey well at Sour Lake, where every- 
body who had anything to do with the 
drilling of it happened to something in 
less than 90 days. Of all. the people who 
have had to do with the well on the 
Burghardt, only the manager of the 
company remains alive. The drillers and 
shooter, the field manager and pump- 
ers. have all gone to their reward. 

These tragedies all occurred within the 
past six months. They have not been W 
days apart, except in one instance. To 
mention the Burghardt lease around an 
oil men’s gathering brings the shudders. 
“It makes the ghosts walk,’’ said Harry 
Stover, a driller, ‘‘when you begin to 
tell me about going out to that place. 
If it comes up to drilling on the Burg- 
hardt or quitting the business, I think 
I would go to clerking in a dry goods 
store.”’

COLLEGE GAME 


Says Ten-Yard Rule:and Spirit 
of Fair Play Will Do Away 
With Objections to Game. 


Walter Camp, regarded as the Nes- 
tor Of football in America, confined 
his address to the Yale alumni at the 
Jefferson Hotel last night exclusively 
to the present situation in the foot- 
ball world and discoursed from the 
standpoint of an enthusiastic support- 
er of the game on the proposed abo- 
lition of the game. Mr. ad- 
dress follows: 


The type of man who makes our best 
player is the gentleman, and not the 
mucker. There are always exceptions. 
If we should choose the worst man in 
college—the most profligate and dissi- 
pated—and then judge the university by 
him, we should condemn the university 
and turn our boys into business without 
any college course. So in the sports. 
We must judge them by the standard 
of the average man and not by the ex- 
ception. But to return. Get rid of the 
suspicion of unfair play. Make the 
rules as clear and explicit as possible, 
but in addition cultivate the spirit that 
does not believe evil. You can never 
make me believe that two boys living 
at school together and then going to 
different universities are going to be- 
lieve evil of each other in that separa- 
tion, unless older men stir up the dry 
bones of some old quarrel in order to 
accomplish that. A man told me not 
long ago that kicking was far better in 
his day, and that he often kicked the 
ball from within his own 25-yard 
line across the other goal line, I 
think he thinks he. did, but just 
as the mists of time magnify some of 
these old deeds, so it becomes a part or 
football gossip to retail stories of 
roughness, that, while having some ba- 
sis of truth, still are gross exaggera- 
tions, and these stories are told by 
players or coaches, are accepted for. lit- 
eral truth and do untold harm to the 
Zame. Treat the game fairly. Hold up 
the standard of straight play, and we 
Shall find that it is the exception when 
any infraction of that spirit appears. 
Don’t excuse the infraction, but still, 
again, don’t accept aS an excuse the 
Statement that the other team did it, 
too, for that is worse than the other. 
Piay fair, play hard, respect your op- 
ponents and respect yourselves; then, 
Win or lose, you have done your part 
lo preserve the game that has too much 
of good in it to be sacriliced. 

“in the fall of 1518 Laie and 
adopted the Rugby Union rules, as 
they then stood, and without any tra- 
ditiunal knowledge of the game endeav- 
Ored to follow out the laws as they 
stood in the book. The scrimmage at 
once began to give them troubie, fo! 
the rules said that the players should 
close abuoul on each side and either by 
pushing or kicking endeavor to drive 
the bail in the direction of the oppo- 
nents’ goal, . 

“The discovery was soon made that it 
was a disadvantage to kick the ball 
through, because the backs of the op- 
posing side were liable to secure it and 
run out around the wings.’ Hence i: 
was not long before each side endeav- 
ored to drag the ball back with the foot 
instead of kicking it through. ‘ihis 
gave rise to what is known as ‘heéling 
out’ in the English game and in the 
Canadian game, and what has developed 
into our snapping the ball back with 
the hands, In those early days it was 
not necessary for either side to ad- 
vance the ball any specified distance, 
and it was not long before the ‘biock 
game, that is, a game where the side 
im possession of the ball simply re- 
tained possession indefinitely, came in 
vogue, and ecame very near kiliing 
the American game of football. At that 
time, as a representative of Yale, 1 
proposed a rule making it necessary for 
each team to gain five yards in three 
trials, or lose ten yards or forfeit the 
ball. This suggestion met with much op- 
position and it was particularly ques- 
tioned how five yards would be meas- 
ured. 1 suggested that the field be 
marked with white lines every five yards 
and the term ‘gridiron’ which has come 
to be so popular, was for the first time 
used in derision. The convention agreed 
to pass the rule provided I would wit- 
draw it in case aft the next meeting

held in October, the rule had not proved | 


a success. It was So evident, however, 
by that time, that the rule had opened 
the game, that there was no question 
of its abandonment. It was upon the 
same theory that a year ago last De- 
cember I published an open letter advo- 
cating the introduction of the ten-yard 
rule, that is doubling the distance to be 
gained in two downs. Had this been 
adopted much of the present criticism 
of the gamé would have been avoided. 
That rule will effectively eliminate mass 
plays because mass plays will never 
ain ten yards in three — downs. 
urged that further experimenting 
be abandoned for this simple direct rule, 
that might perhaps bring in more kick- 
ing that the players would want, but 
which would surely produce an open 
game. The future of football resis in 
the hands of the players, as largely 4s 
it does in the rules and officials. I know 
and you know, all of you who care for 
the sport, and who have followed the 
men who- have represented the universi- 
ties upon the gridivon in the past, that 
ninety-nine hundredths of these playe’s 
are for fair play first, last and all the 
time. They play fairly themselves and 
believe their opponents are playing fair- 
ly, too. 
it is hardly worth while at this late 
day to bring up the: many good es 
that may be said of the physical side 0 
football. You are all fairly familar 
with these. But there is a side which 
has not been made enough of, but 
which means a good deal. It 1s the con- 
structive discipline of the football field, 
and the part that the game has play ed 
together with other athletics, in es 
ing up democracy, especially the goal. 
ity of college democracy. The footba 
field is no respecter of persons. Ane ons 
dividual must do the work himself, and 
neither wealth or social standing counts 
for anything. A man has often been 
known to work patiently for two or! 
even three years to secure only a sub- 
stitute position. Men to whom the 
other guod things of life come almost 
for the asking here strive as they may 
never be called upon to strive else- 
where. It is safe to say that these men 
value more highly the position secured 
thus by absolute merit than anything 
that could come through influence 
or pull. From these requirements 
have been built up the — standard 
of college honors in other lines. To 
secure a place on the News or other 
college publications, make a place on 
the Glee Club or to secure other honors, 
a man must do the work and do it him- 
self. Then there is still another side 
the unselfish feature of the work per- 
formed for a cause for the University 
rather than for the individual ambi- 
tion. The man who continues working 
en the second team during the last 
weeks of the season, though the chance 
of making the ‘Varsity is gone, these 
are the men who set up a standard of 
unselfishness that is worth having. It 
ig the same spirit that has kept many 
Yale professors, when offered higher 
salaries elsewhere, it has caused them 
to stand by their institution even 
through severe privations, from a sense 
of love and devotion, That is the kind 
of spirit that makes the Yale spirit and 
makes it respected everywhere.

Intercollegiate Association at 
Annual Meeting Do- 
nates $500,

Lhe executive committee may in ite disere- 
tion declare a dividend to be divided among 
the colleges who have been represented by at 
least ten different competitors and in at least 
three different events at the previous meet- 
ing. Such dividends shall not be greater ibin 
the net proceeds to the association trom the 
previous “eld meeting, and shall be divided 
among the colleges entitied to receive the 
sume in proportion to the nwuber of men who 
actually competed and the number of miles 
from the place of meeting the colleges thus 
competing are located. 

On the recommendation of the Execu- 
tive Committee a resolution. was adopt- 
ed making no longer acceptable the rec- 
ords of Arthur F. Duffey. 

The eharge of being a professional 
was made against Duffey, who repre- 
sented Georgetown. On the records of 
the association hereafter the winner of 
the 100-yvards dash in 1901, 1902 and 1903 
will be the man who heretofore has 
been recorded as having been second. 

The following resolutions were also 
passed: 

l, Resolved, That the vault of 11 feet 9% 
inches made by Dray of Yale in the annua! 
games be recognized as the intercollegiate 
record for the pole vault.

come. So many things enter into the 
fame when played properly, that very 
tew have the natural qualifications to 
become ex,ert. The mind must be 
clear and the judgment of angle, dis- 
tance, speed and stroke absolutely 
perfect; the eyesight must be rood 
and the muscies of the entire body be 
in perfect accord and respond to the 
wish of the mind. Practice is essen- 
tial, but of absolutely no account un- 
less the mind has mastered to a cer- 
tain extent the theoretical part of the 
game, 

“No person can become a master of 
the game and follow any other vocation, 
for no game, profession or buSiness re- 
quires more careful study or application. 
The changes in billiards are incessant 
and almost endless. It never becomes 
tiresome either to the player or the 
spectator and is a gentleman's game 
in every sense. 

The careworn business man finds 
relaxation of mind and body, the invalid 
finds exercise which can be indulged in 
at any and all times, seasons and 
weather. 

It is moreover, a clean game, there 
being but little incentive in it for gam- 
bling. It teaches a man to contro! his 
temper, for he who does not do so loses 
his game. It teaches a man to control 
his habits for anything which injurious- 
ly affects the nervous system affects 
his game. 

“The late Frank Ives used to say that 
it was not the successful shots which 
made the game interesting but the ones 
that were missed. That is if a man 
could count indefinitely the game would 
lose its interest. 

“No one can beeome expert at bil- 
liards without playing with experts, for 
the game as it is played today is not 
the knowledge of one man but the ac- 
cumulated knowledge of all. 

“A peculiar thing about affinity crops 
up in billiards. Every person who plays 
has more or less influence on the game 
of his vis-a-vis that many af- 
fect his opponent's game one-half cf 
more. Poor players’ usually play best 
with good players and vice-versa: Some 
who play clever games when there is 
nothing at stake, fall down miserably 
when under strain, not being alyy to 
carry a cool head when most import- 





nt. 
“No person can learn to play billiards 
and play safety at the same time. The 
veteran Tom Foley used to say there 
was no player so great that he could 
play the shot right and play it wrong 
at the same time, and you know that 
when you are playing safety you are 
playing the shot wrong. 
“A just appreciation of one’s own 
game is essential, but egotism is a 
detriment to anyone. The person who 
can readily adapt himself to the vary- 
ing conditions of the balls, the table 
and other paraphernalia of the game 
has a great advantage by his gift of 
mperament. 
ergpinks often sald that if a man 
could have the same balls, {he same 
table, the same cues, the same“tip and 
always feel the same, he could soon play 
irfect billiards. 
ac conclusion I may say. that in my 
opinion the essentials of the game are 
a cheerful disposition, careful attention

Cotton Speculators’ Operations

NEW YORK, Feb. %—The Evening 
Post in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets today says: 

“Wall street—what today’s bank state- 
ment principally showed was continued 
shifting of loans from our banks to 
other home and foreign institutions and 
a decrease in cash, which was occas- 
foned wholly by the automatic correc- 
tion of last Saturday’s misleading state- 
ment. A week ago the cash décrease 
reported was two to three millions less 
than the week’s known movement 
should have caused. Today, where the 
banks are known to have gained some 
$600,000 for the week, the statement re- 
ports a loss of $2,200,000. This is a good 
instance of the ‘‘averaging’’ process, by 
no means at its worst. 

“The result of the decrease in cash and 
loans combined is that the surplus prac- 
tleally does not change at all. 

"This is the second week of theat 
achievement, surplus reserves having 
deceased $153,000 last week and $664,000 
this one. It would be interesting to know 
just how far this maintenance of equl- 
librium is pure coincidence and how 
much is judicious foresight. No oné, of 
‘eouse, supposed that the total of loans 
outstanding in New York have actually 
been curtailed $3,000,000 this week; the 
8 per cent episode of Tuesday proved, 
on the contrary, that further expansion 
was then rather vigorously in progress. 

“But the banks have been able to pro- 
tect their own Osition. Their surplus 
still compares badly with this period in 


all other years since 1890; but it is neg- 


atively satisfactory that it drops no 
Further. Incidentally, there are pub- 
lished today the figures, just given out 
at Washingten, of all the country’s na- 
tional banks, under the call of Jan. 11. 
Compared with a year-ago, the loan 
account of these 5900 American institu- 
tions has increased $343,000,000; their in- 
Gividual deposits, $475,000,000, while their 
eash holdings have decreased $1,700,000.

NEW WHEAT GIVES: 
HEAVIER YIELD 
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Minnesota Experiment Station 
Believes Latest Type Less 
Likely to Lodge. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 2%.—The 
St. Anthony Park experiment station 
has produced a new spring wheat type 
that promises much in increased yields 
for the Northwest. It is known as 
Minnesota No. 188. Expectation is that 
it will show general results better than 
the noted varieties, Nos, 168 and 169, 
put out by the station in 1889 and 1902, 


and which are known to nearly every 
farmer. The station has experimented 
with the new type for'‘ll straight years, 
frim 1895 to 1905, inclusive. It has been 
found to yield higher than any other, 
the average for the period being 2.97 
bushels, compared with 27.50 for Min- 
nesota No. 169, and 27.57 for No. 163. 
Comparative yields of other well- 
known varieties are: Hayne’s blue 
stem, 24.12; Power's fife, 24.39. 

Any farmer who desires to try the 
new seed may obtain information re- 
garding it by writing to the station. 

The original seed of Minnesota No. 
188 was obtained from Prof. William 
Saunders of Ottawa, Can., in 189. It 
was immediately sown in the field test 
plots at the university farm, and has 
remained in these trials since that time 
in comparison with the best native and 
improved varieties. This variety of 
wheat is a cross between white fife and 
Ladoga, the crossing having been ,ef- 
fected by Prof. Saunders. 

Minnesota No. 188 is a_ bearded, 
smooth chaff wheat, with short spikes 
and light red chaff. The straw is short 
and stiff and not inclined to lodge as 
easily as the straw of the ranker grow- 
ing blue stem wheats.

Week’s Developments Cause 
Little Change in the Gen- 
eral Situation. 





MONEY THE FACTOR 





Firm Interest Rates Are Indi- 
cated for Some Time to 


Come. 
BY R. O. JOHNSON. 


The past week has been an uncertain 
one in the stock market, and follow- 
ers of the speculative game have been 
all at sea as to the future movement 
of prices. 

The violent liquidation of the preced- 
ing week was not continued after Mon- 
day, but prices showed little if any ral- 
lying power, and temporarily at least 
the indications are that the powers that 
make the market are willing to let 
prices take their natural course. 


Developments of the week have not 
been such as to cause any permanent 
change for the better, for although the 
recent liquidation has eliminated the 





many weak over-speculative accounts, 
and created an extensive short interest, 
it has not materially benefited the most 
important factor in the situation—the 
money market—and has on the contrary 
created general distrust of the market 
situation in the public mind, and again 
eliminated the possibility of a big buy- 
ing movement from this source. 


Public Is Long. 


That the general public is heavily long 
of stocks, in spite of the reports cir- 
culated to the contrary, is a certainty, 
for, when one takes into consideration 
the fact that many of the leading se- 
curities have been arourd the present 
price level for over a year, it is easy 
to see that the long account if accu- 
mulated ever so slowly, must be an 
over-extended one. 

One local brokerage firm alone, dur- 
ing the recent decline of ten and twenty 
points, sent to New York $250,000 on 
marginal accounts. 

The same firm on the panic day, May 
9 1901, sent to New York $900,000, when 
stocks declined 40 to 60 points. 

So proportionately the amount of long 
stock carried at present, considering the 
difference-in the declines, would av- 
erage about the same as at that time. 

Another prominent firm, the writer is 
informed, carried down many _  thou- 
sands of shares of long stock, without 
a short contract on their hooks, while 
a firm which styles itself a commis- 
sion house, is currently reported to have 
made over $500,000 on the recent break.

These are only three illustrations of 
the public’s actual position in the stock 
market. but they are fairly good indi- 
cations of the condition of the accounts 
in nearly all of the brokerage offices 
throughout the country. 

Again the call for margins of $260,000 
indicates that the distribution of se- 
curities at a higher level has been on a 
very extensive scale, and that a certain 
class of public buyers who have been 
more or less successful during the past 
year have at last been caught higher 


wp. 

Siow the question arises whether the 
future conditions will be such, and the 
public buying sufficient to carry prices 
back where these holdings will be in a 
position to let their owners out even, 

Certain it is that the big interests who 
marketed these holdings at a higher 
level are not going to-put prices back 
where they meet them, unless condi- 
tions are more favorable or at least 
as favorable as they were recently. 

And conditions are not as favorable, 
especially monetary conditions, which 
were the dominating influence in the 
recent decline. 

It is easy to see then, that the market 
has been placed in what is called by the 
professionals, a ‘“‘traders’ market. 

The decline has eliminated the abso- 
lutely weak marginal accounts. 

Much long stock is awaiting sale by 
purchasers who got in higher %* 

The excellent outlook in the business 
world makes the richer class of traders 
refuse to part with their holdings. 

While the decline has made specu- 
lative sentiment pessimistic and the 
public buying limited. 

Hence the market is left temporarily 
in the hands of the floor traders. They 
bid up prices a point or so in scalping 
expenses on the long side, and sell them 
~ again when the buying power di- 
minishes on the advance, and the offer- 





ings become too heavy. Minor bad news 
or good news suffices the 
orrhio ts the position the stock market 
is now in. 
The prospects for the ultimate out- 
come of the present speculation are, 
however, not bright. 


Prosperity Is Great. 


The prosperity of the country is great, 
but the prosperity of Wall street in the 
past two years has also been great. _ 

And with stocks at a dangerous alti- 
tude and credits extended to a point 
where 8-per-cent money is brought abuut 
in February, a condition that has not 
prevailed in many years, and which ts 
abnormal, new stock and bond issues of 
over $500,000,000 have been authorized 
since the first of the year. 

No wonder that the money market is 
receiving the attention of Wall street.

If chis is the case, is it not reasonable; 
to expect the same condition of the 
money market on a more aggravated’ 
scale, when payments on some of the!

rection. 

If these temporary money flurries are 
to come now and then, as the recent 
developments indicate, it is impossible 
to see how the money market without 
liquidation in the stock market, can ad- 
just itself so that interest rates can 
drop below 5 or 6% per cent for the re- 
mainder of the year. 

And unless interest rates do drop be- 
low that figure liquidation is inevitable, |

Bearish Sentiment in Wheat Is 
Reflected in Corn 
and Oats. 


The Sellers controlled the grain mar- 
kets throughout the week, and prices on 
all options touched the low point on the 
present crop. News generally was bear- 
ish, and what bull news was received 
was entirely ignorance by the trade. 
Market sentiment continues universally 
bearish and little short of a sudden and 
Severe freeze throughout the winter 
wheat Section can bring about a pro- 
nounced rally. 

Foreign markets continue to reflect 
pressure and reports of rain in sections 
of India, where moisture has been bad-

year of 15,519,000, and two years ago of 
15,914,000 bu. The buying power, how- 
ever, soon spent its force in the face 
of the generally pessimistic sentiment. 

Local receipts and receipts in the 
Northwest continue heavy, and Minne- 
apolis stocks, which Showed a decrease 
last week and the preceding week, show 
an increase of over 100,000 bu this week. 

The domestic demand continues poor, 
and exporters also show no inclination 
of making heavy purchases. 

The cash demand is also slack, and 
in the fate of the recent severe decline 
the demand from millers has been a 
keen disappointment. 

The weather is receiving some atten- 
tion from the 
ers, as it is not known at present 
whether actual damage has been caused 
to the growing winter wheat crop by 
the mild, unseasonable temperatures. A 
sudden change followed by cold weath- 
er with the market in the oversold con- 
dition it is in, may develop, and many 
buyers are buying on the chances of 
this development. 

The corn market reflected the weak- 
ness in wheat to a moderate extent, and 
in the face of a poor cash and export 
demand the drift of prices has been 
downward, 

Oats received some support on a fair- 
ly good domestic inquiry. 

Australian sey yg for the week 
were 830,000 bu wheat against 1,536,000 bu 
last week and 1,048,000 bu last year. 

The estimated world’s shipments of 
wheat on Monday are 10,400,000 bu, of 
which quantity Europe should take 3,- 
600,000 bu. A further increase in bread- 
stuffs is expected.

Packers’ Demand Was Light 
and Buyers Held Off 
Early.

HOGS STRONG 


Lambs Plentiful and Weak, 
While Sheep Are Scarce 
and Firm, 


larger receipts of cattle have been 
the order at Western markets this 
week, a total of 179,600 head being 
available at the six principal points, 
against 163,500 head last week. 

The receipts at St. Louis approxi- 
mated 15,000 head. The market was 
on a generally declining basis. Trade 
opened slow, but steady, with the dis- 
position of buyers to break values. 
The demand from local packers wads 
comparatively weak, and the market 
had less than the usual support from 
Eastern order buyers. As a result, 
values declineg gradually until a loss 
Of about 15 to 20 cents was shown on 
beef steers. The greater part of this 


was shown On the heavier and better 
kinds, The cheaper-priced offerings 
being more popular with the general 
run of buyers. 

The best beef steers during the 
| week sold up to $5.65 and weighed 
1370 pounds. The proportion of good 
to choice steers was very small, only 
a few bunches selling from $5.35 up. 
; Medium to good steers sold at $4.50 to 
$5, common to medium from $3.75 to 
$4.35, and inferior as low as $3. 

In Sympathy with the beef cattle, 
butcher cattle also manifested a 
weaker tendency; an irregular de- 
mand ; revailing throughout the week 
,and values averaging from about 10 
;to 15 cents lower. The general qual- 
ity of the offerings, especially heifers, 
was better than for several weeks 
past. Despite the lower tendency 
sales ruled up to $5, and quite a num- 
ber of transactions were made from 
$4.75 to $4.90. The bulk of the heifers 
sold from $3.50 to $4. Cows sold up 
to $4.35, the bulk of them at $3.25 to 
$4. Fair to good cutters sold at $2.65 
to $3.25, while canners ranged. from 
$2.25 to $2.60. Veal calves remained 
about steady, good to choice selling 
from $6.75 to $7.50, and common to fafr 
from $5.50 to $6.50. Good to choice 
milkers brought $40 to $652.50, and 
oa to good milkers from $20 to 

Receipts of Southern cattle have been 
considerably larger, amountin to 166 
cars, against 13% cars last week. Most 
of the offerings have been steers. few 
cows or bulls being included. The mar- 
ket has been on a declining basis, av- 
eraging 10c to lic lower on the general 
run, with extreme cases 20c lower. The 
top of the market on steers was $4.75 
for very good kinds, while the bulk of 
sales ran from $4.20 to $4.0. Some Texas 
rass steers sold at $3.8. Arkansas and 
Mississippi were fairly well represented 
in the steer class, some sales ranging 
up to $4.50, with quite a number from 
$4 to $4.25. 


Top Notch for Hogs. ' 


Hog receipts have been heavier, a to- 
tal of 371,500 head being reported at the 
six principal Western markets, com 
pared to 321,400 the week before. The 
receipts at St. Louis amounted to 35,600 
head. The week started stronger with 
a top of $6.30, the first time this price 
was reached since last August. During 
succeeding days the market was weaker 
and uneven, but the top was never 
lower than $6.2714, and all of the weak- 
ness was dispelled at the close, the 
market ending fully as good as it 
opened. 

The bulk of all the hogs during the 
week sold at $6.10 to $6.2; packing hogs 
ranging from $6.06 to $6.0 and butcher 
hogs from $6.15 to $6.26. 


Lambs Weak, Sheep Firm. 
Sheep movement has also been a Kittle 
heavier—arrivals at Western markets 
amounting to 206,900 head, as compared 
with 186,400 head the week before, The 
number received at St. Louis was 9800

Rassieur on “George Washington.” 
He reviewed the life and character of 
the Father of this Country, and 
sketched briefly the career of Wash- 
ington as a soldier. 

Judge Rassieur was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause, and was espe- 
cially chéered when speaking of the 
War of the Revolution, he said: ‘In 
this connection it ought at least to be 
mentioned, in this gathering so large- 
ly composed of Americans of German 
ancestry, that Gen. Washington was a 
broad-minded citizen, and free from 
all taint of nativism. 

“He welcomed the old soldiers of the 
old world who tendered their swords 
and services to the young republic 
struggling for its liberties, as if they 
had been to the manor’ born. He re- 
alized the value of the services of 
such men as Lafayette, Steuben, Pu- 
laski, Kosciusko and a host of others. 
He also knew what could be expected 
in a fight from the eturdy German 
Lutherans who had settled in Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia, and made these 
colonies their future homes. 

“Washington must have known how 
thoroughly reliable, faithful and trust- 
worthy the Ninth Regiment, Virginia 
Continental Infantry, raised in the 
Shenandoah Valley by Col. Peter Muhl- 
enberg, and which was entirely com- 
posed of Germans and known as the 
German Regiment, would be under the 
most trying circumstances, when, after 
the disastrous fight of Brandywine, he 
ordered that regiment and the brigade 
of which it was a part to check the 
enemy while withdrawing the army 
from the field of battle. 

“The school histories of the country, 
unfortunately for those of us who are 
‘of German parentage, fail to mention 
those deeds of valor of our country- 
men, but on an occasion of this sort we 
may, I hope, be pardoned for doing jus-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Violent anti- 
foreign demonstrations in China over a 
wide extent of the empire, amounting 
in several places to desperate riots, in 
one of which several missionaries were 
murdereg™, and in another hundreds of 
marines called on to quell the mobs, 
have tuaned the attention of the world 
to China and raised the question as to 
whether international intervention may 
not seem necessary. 

Various contributory causes seemed to 
have brought about present conditions, 
among the chief being the intense anti- 
American feelings in China, which was 
the precursor of general anti-foreign 
uprisings. Exclusion of Chinese labor- 
ers from America and the general Chi- 
nese policy, in the past, of the United 
States Government seem to account for 
the great boycott which has almost 
ended the trade in American goods in 
China, but experts on Oriental condi- 
tions go beyond this in explaining the 
general awakening of the Celestial Em- 
pire, and the new cry of “China for the 
Chinese.’” 

Amazed by the spectacle of Caucasian’ 
unpreparedness and resulting humilia- 
tion presemted to them in the defeat of 
the Russian arms by a people of Mon- 
golian origin, and fired to action by 
their long smoldering hatred of the 
Manchu dynasty which governs them, 
the great, crowded population of China 
is rapidly awakening to a sense of its 
overwhelming numerical force, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Arthur J. Brown, sec- 
retary of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Misations. 

Military Leader Needed. 

Dr. Brown, who lives at East Orange, 
N. J., and is the author of the book, 
“Old Forces in New China,’’ that is now 
entering upon a second and revised edi- 
tion, declares that the Chinese nation 
requires but a leader—an able military 
executive—to accomplish its position as 
a world power to be reckoned with. 
This leadership, he Said, promised soon 
to. be furnished by the Japanese, who, 
recognizing in their neighbor host, so 
long dormant, the raw material for an 
immense imperial army, are at work in 
Chinese garrison and university and 
council chaamber, slowly. but surely 
working out for their allies the part’ 
which they are as a unit to play in the 
destinies of Mongolian Asia. 

‘Dr. Brown, whose WMfe and labor 
among the Chinese within their own 
land, entitles him to speak with author- 
ity upon the social and political cond!- 
tions existing and developing there, is 
not inclingd to the belief that any civil 
upheaval threatening the country would 
take the form of general personal vio- 
lence perpetrated upon foreign residents 
in China. Rather, is it his opinion, that 
the primary aim of such a movement 
would be to effect the overthrow of 
the present sovereignty, which is entire- 
y allen to the Chinese people. 

‘The eauses of the present disturb- 
ance in China are several,’’ said Dr. 
Brown. ‘The first, perhaps, is the re- 
Sult of the recent war between Japan 
and Russia. The fear of white nations 
has lain heavily upon China in recent 
years and the prestige vf Russia was 
particularly high. Japan's crushing de- 
feat of what the Chinese believed to be 
the most powerful of western nations 
gave new hope. It destroyed the fear 
of the white man. More than this, it 
led to the inglorious feeling that if Ht- 
tle Japan could humble such a nation

Influence of Japanese. 


“A second cause has been the influ- 
ence of the Japanese. They desire 
closer relations with China. They are 


ambitious to organize her vast hosts. 
The Japanese are penetrating many 
parts of the Empire. They are advis- 
ing in Government matters. They are 
furnishing professors for the Euineos 
schools and colleges. They are organ- 
izing the Chinese army, and every- 
where they are preaching the ‘unity 
of Asia,’ and summoning the Chinese 
to join them. 

“A third cause Is the ambition of 
Chinese students, of which there are 
more than five thousand being educat- 
ed in Japan alone. They have got the 
national spirit of the Japanese and 
are returning to stir their countrymen 
to independence. They are, of course, 
not very well balanced. Their spirit 
is what we in America would call dis- 
tinctly ‘sophomorical.’ But the Chi- 
nese, who have for ages venerated 
scholars, are mightily influenced by 
these new ‘jingoes.’ 

“Another cause is the influence of 
the vernacular press. Then years ago 
China had no vernacular publications. 
Now there are 167 of them, with a 
rapidly increasing circulation. These 
papers almost without exception are 
}roclaiming a crusade of anttionat in- 
dependence of the foreigner. 

“Still another and most powerful 


cause is the resentment against the 
nations of the West. have quite 
fully treated with this in my book. 
Suffice it that the Chinese bitterly 
feel the territorial aggressions of Fu- 
ropean nations. The oceypation of 
their best ports my foreigners ran- 
kies. They are particularly incensed 
against*the United States because of
